While there may be several reme-/ 
dies suggested for this condition of 
uffairs, certain experiments that have 
been conducted would indicate that) 
an application of manure would be 
deneficial. Commercial fertilizers have | 
been found too expensive and while 
they may add available plant food, 
they do not increase the water retain- 
ing powers of the soil, nor do they to 
any great extent prevent soil drifting. | 

Green crovs, such as peas or vetch 
plowed under, enrich the soil but ow- 
ing to the dry climate and insufficient 
moisture in the soil very little plant 
food is made available for a period of 
ut least two years after plowing under. 
Instances have frequently occurred 
where plowing under green crops in 
the sumertatiow year has decreased 
the wheat yields the succeeding season, 
Once the decay of these green crops 
has become sufficiently advanced, then 
the humus in the soll is increased and 
the condition of the soll buth physical- 
ly and chemically is benefited. The 
soil is particularly enriched if it is a 
leguminous crop that is plowed under. 

While there rnauy be considerable 
tracts of land that will continue to 
produce heavy crops for a long period 
of years, there are many eections 
where the appltcation of manuré6 
would ¢ncrease the crop yields. On the 
chocolate clay soil on the Scott Ex- 
perimental Station, plowing under 
rotted manure has always increased 
yields. The sixx-year average up to 
the end of 1920 shows that 12 tons 
of rotted manure plowed under in- 
creased the yield of wheat by 4 bush-

Short Crops and Low Prices 

The crop outturn in 1921 was little 
else than disappointing, although corn 
had a Wonderful seaeon, and the yleld, 
despite insect and warm weather dam- 
age in the fall, was the second largest 
ever known. Such unanimity in esti- 
mates of reduction of ylelds from the 
preceding year has rarely been wit- 
nessed in the country’s history. For 
this, reduced areas and unfavorable 
weather conditions were the reasons 
assigned. If theee reductions in pro- 
duction indicated from 1920, a bump- 
er year, had been offset by higher 
prices, some compensations might have 
been afforded, but prices in mid-Oc- 
tober were the lowest in many years, 
potatoes and apples being the only ex- 
ceptions to decrease from thé pre- 
ceding year, The corn crop lost 2 per 
cent. in yield from 1920, wheat 6.8 per
